Public  Planet  Books  is  a 
series  designed  by  writers  in 
and  outside  the  academy — 
writers  working  on  what 
could  be  called  narratives  of 
public  culture — to  explore 
questions  that  urgently 
concern  us  all.  It  is  an 
attempt  to  open  the  schol¬ 
arly  discourse  on  contem¬ 
porary  public  culture,  both 
local  and  international,  and 
to  illuminate  that  discourse 
with  the  kinds  of  narrative 
that  will  challenge  sophisti¬ 
cated  readers,  make  them 
think,  and  especially  make 
them  question.  It  is,  most 
importantly,  an  experiment 
in  strategies  of  discourse, 
combining  reportage  and 
critical  reflection  on  un¬ 
folding  issues  and  events — 
one,  we  hope,  that  will 
provide  a  running  narrative 
of  our  societies  at  this 
particular  fin  de  stecle. 


Whose  Art  Is  It? 


Jane  Kramer 

Introduction  by  Catharine  R.  Stimpson 


Whose  Art  Is  It?  is  the  story  of 
sculptor  John  Ahearn,  a  white 
artist  in  a  black  and  Hispanic 
neighborhood  of  the  South 
Bronx,  and  of  the  people  he  cast 
for  a  series  of  public  sculptures 
commissioned  for  an  intersection 
outside  a  police  station.  Jane 
Kramer,  telling  this  story,  raises 
one  of  the  most  urgent  questions 
of  our  time:  How  do  we  live  in  a 
society  we  share  with  people  who 
are,  often  by  their  own  defini¬ 
tion,  “different?”  Ahearn’s  models 
were,  by  their  own  admission, 
“not  the  best  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood.”  They  were  a  junkie,  a 
hustler,  and  a  street  kid.  Their 
images  sparked  a  controversy 
throughout  the  community — 
and  New  York  itself — over  issues 
of  white  representations  of 
people  of  color  and  the  appropri¬ 
ateness  of  particular  images  as 
civic  art.  The  sculptures,  cast  in 
bronze  and  painted,  were  up  for 
only  five  days  before  Ahearn 
removed  them. 
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This  compelling  narrative  raises 
questions  about  community  and 
public  art  policies,  about  stereo¬ 
types  and  multiculturalism.  With 
wit,  drama,  sympathy,  and  cir¬ 
cumspection,  Kramer  draws  the 
reader  into  the  multicultural 
debate,  challenging  our  assump¬ 
tions  about  art,  image,  and  their 
relation  to  community.  Her 
portrait  of  the  South  Bronx  takes 
the  argument  to  its  grass  roots — 
provocative,  surprising  in  its 
contradictions  and  complexities 
and  not  at  all  easy  to  resolve. 

Accompanied  by  an  introduction 
by  Catharine  R.  Stimpson  explor¬ 
ing  the  issues  of  artistic  freedom, 
“political  correctness,”  and 


multiculturalism,  Whose  Art  Is  It? 
is  a  lively  and  accessible  intro¬ 
duction  to  the  ongoing  debate  on 
representation  and  private  ex¬ 
pression  in  the  public  sphere. 

Jane  Kramer’s  books  include 
Europeans ,  Unsettling  Europe, 
and  The  Last  Cowboy,  which  won 
the  National  Book  Award  in  1981. 
She  is  a  writer  for  The  New 
Yorker,  where  she  contributes  the 
acclaimed  “Letter  from  Europe.” 
Whose  Art  Is  It?  first  appeared  in 
The  New  Yorker  and  was  awarded 
the  National  Magazine  Award. 

Catharine  R.  Stimpson  is  Univer¬ 
sity  Professor  at  Rutgers  Univer¬ 
sity  and  director  of  the  Fellows 
Program  at  the  John  D.  and 


Catherine  T.  MacArthur  Foun¬ 
dation.  Her  most  recent  book  is 
Where  the  Meanings  Are:  Femi¬ 
nism  and  Cultural  Spaces.

Stella  Manhattan 

Silviano  Santiago 

Translated  by  George  Yudice 

Twice  the  winner  of  the  Brazilian 
national  book  award,  Silviano 
Santiago  caused  a  sensation  in 
1985  with  the  publication  of 
Stella  Manhattan,  a  story  of 
sexual  scandal  and  political 
intrigue.  Set  in  the  Brazilian 
exile  community  in  New  York 
City  in  the  late  1960s,  this  noir 
novel  is  an  electrifying  adventure 
story  of  a  young  gay  Brazilian 
man  trying  to  make  a  go  of  it  in 
New  York. 

After  being  forced  from  his 
native  country  by  an  unforgiving 
father  who  embodies  the  au¬ 
thoritarian  temper  of  the  Brazil¬ 
ian  dictatorship  and  is  embar¬ 
rassed  by  his  son’s  homosexual¬ 
ity  and  transvestism,  Stella 
Manhattan,  alter  ego  of  Eduardo 
da  Costa  e  Silva,  lands  a  job  in 
the  Brazilian  consulate  with  the 
help  of  his  father’s  friend,  Colo¬ 
nel  Valdevinos  Vianna.  Eduardo 
is  also  recruited  by  Vianna  to 
help  him  bring  his  own  alter  ego, 
the  sadomasochist  Black  Widow, 
out  of  the  closet.  Transformed  by 
black  leather,  the  Black  Widow 
cruises  the  streets  and  bars  of 
New  York  in  search  of  American 
flesh.  Surrounding  the  relation¬ 
ship  between  these  two  men  is  a 
group  of  Brazilian  guerrillas  who 
attempt  to  press  Eduardo  into 
their  service  in  order  to  entrap 
the  colonel.  The  guerrillas  are  at 
the  center  of  a  network  of  revo¬ 
lutionaries,  from  the  Cubans  to 
the  Black  Panthers  and  the 
Young  Lords.  Virtually  apolitical, 
Eduardo/Stella  is  drawn  by 
desire  into  the  conflict  between 
the  Brazilian  government  and  its 
communist  opposition. 


Eduardo  also  gets  caught  in  the 
designs  of  other  memorable 
characters  of  various  sexual  and 
political  persuasions:  the  reac¬ 
tionary  professor  Anibal,  con¬ 
fined  to  a  wheelchair,  who  enjoys 
watching  his  wife  Leila  make  love 
with  men  she  picks  up  on  the 
street;  and  Paco,  alias  La 
Cucaracha,  a  flamboyant  queen, 
a  rabid  anti-Castro  Cuban  exile, 
and  the  most  sympathetic  of  this 
gallery  of  outcasts. 

Working  through  two  complex 
themes — politics  and  sex — 
Santiago  sets  the  action  in  New 
York  to  emphasize  the  interac¬ 
tion  of  the  seemingly  contradic¬ 
tory  impulses  of  liberation  and 
Americanization  that  Brazil 
underwent  in  the  late  1960s.  As 
in  Manuel  Puig’s  Kiss  of  the 
Spider  Woman,  political  and 
sexual  liberation  cut  two  ways — 
neither  one  necessarily  compat¬ 
ible  with  the  other.  Exploring  the 
complexities  of  repression  that 
affect  all  forms  of  identity, 
Santiago  mingles  tragedy  and 
farce  as  international  intrigues 
are  played  out  in  New  York’s 
Latino  and  black  neighbor¬ 
hoods,  and  the  genteel  world  of 
international  diplomacy  is  thrust 
into  the  milieu  of  urban  gay 
street  life.

Eve  Kosofsky  Sedgwick 


Eve  Kosofsky  Sedgwick  is  best 
known  as  a  cultural  and  literary 
critic,  as  one  of  the  primary 
forces  behind  the  development 
of  queer  and  gay/lesbian  studies, 
and  as  author  of  several  influen¬ 
tial  books:  Tendencies,  Epistemol¬ 
ogy  of  the  Closet,  and  Between 
Men:  English  Literature  and  Male 
Homosocial  Desire.  The  publica¬ 
tion  of  Fat  Art,  Thin  Art,  Sedg¬ 
wick’s  first  volume  of  poetry, 
opens  up  another  dimension  of 
her  continuing  project  of  cross¬ 
ing  and  recrossing  the  electrified 
boundaries  between  theory,  lyric, 
and  narrative. 

Embodying  a  decades-long 
adventure,  the  poems  collected 
here  offer  the  most  accessible 
and  definitive  formulations  to 
appear  anywhere  in  Sedgwick’s 
writing  on  some  characteristic 
subjects  and  some  new  ones: 
passionate  attachments  within 
and  across  genders;  queer 
childhoods  of  many  kinds;  the 
performativity  of  a  long,  uncon¬ 
ventional  marriage;  depressive¬ 
ness,  hilarity,  and  bliss;  grave 
illness;  despised  and  magnetic 
bodies  and  bodily  parts.  In  two 
long  fictional  poems,  a  rich 
narrative  momentum  engages 


readers  in  the  mysterious 
places — including  Victorian 
novels — where  characters, 
sexualities,  and  fates  are  unmade 
and  made.  Sedgwick’s  poetry 
opens  an  unfamiliar,  intimate, 
daring  space  that  steadily  refig¬ 
ures  not  only  what  a  critic  may 
be,  but  what  a  poem  can  do. 

Eve  Kosofsky  Sedgwick  is  the 
Newman  Ivey  White  Professor  of 
English  at  Duke  University. 
Tendencies  was  published  by 
Duke  University  Press  in  the  fall 
of  1993. 
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“How  often  the  fiercest,  the  most  autonomous 
American  critics  have  been  poets;  from 
Emerson  to  Blackmur,  from  Burke  to  Hartman, 
many  a  discursion  could  be  illustrated,  even 
illuminated  by  reading  the  ulterior  verse.  Eve 
Kosofsky  Sedgwick  is  such  another,  and  it  will 
enrich  certain  enigmas  she  has  proposed,  as 
well  as  appeal  to  certain  appetites  she  has  awak¬

Selected  Writings  on  HIV/AIDS 
Simon  Watney 


Since  the  mid-1980s,  Simon 
Watney  has  been  one  of  the 
leading  voices  in  the  interna¬ 
tional  field  of  HIV/AIDS  educa¬ 
tion.  His  monthly  column  on 
AIDS  in  Britain’s  Gay  Times  is 
the  longest-running  column  of 
its  kind  in  Europe,  and  he  is 
actively  involved  in  HIV/AIDS 
issues  in  the  United  States.  His 
work  constitutes  a  unique  dia¬ 
logue  between  European  and 
American  perspectives  on  the 
epidemic.  Practices  of  Freedom 
brings  together  for  the  first  time 
Watney’s  pioneering  writings  on 
topics  ranging  from  gay  men’s 
Safer  Sex  education  to  racist 
coverage  of  AIDS  in  Africa  in  the 
international  media,  from  the 
ethics  of  clinical  drug  trials  to 
governmental  policies  concern¬ 
ing  AIDS. 

Watney’s  voice — neither  neutral 
nor  detached — is  that  of  an 
active  and  influential  participant 
in  the  fight  against  AIDS.  He 
offers  a  unique  view  of  the  ways 
in  which  gay  men  working  in 
community-based  organizations 
have  attempted  to  provide  reli¬ 
able  and  up-to-date  services  and 
information  regarding  AIDS 
treatment  and  health.  A  leader  in 
insisting  on  gay  men’s  entitle¬ 
ments  to  education,  care,  and 
services,  Watney  was  among  the 
first  to  challenge  the  “de-gaying” 
of  AIDS  service  organizations  in 
the  late  eighties.  He  also  devotes 
his  attention  to  HIV/AIDS  pre¬ 
vention  work,  research  and 
treatment  issues,  and  the  wider 
cultural  politics  of  the  disease, 
including  the  role  of  language, 


television,  and  cinema.  His 
analysis  of  the  epidemic  as  it  has 
unfolded  provides  a  history  of 
many  of  the  major  medical  and 
political  debates  that  have  de¬ 
fined  the  course  and  extent  of  the 
crisis. 

Practices  of  Freedom  demon¬ 
strates  the  failure  of  national 
institutions,  from  the  govern¬ 
ment  to  the  press,  to  understand 
and  effectively  fight  this  epi¬ 
demic,  and  directs  attention  to 
the  most  urgent  needs  in  Ameri¬ 
can  and  international  AIDS 
work.  It  will  be  an  important 
primary  resource,  particularly  in 
the  United  States,  where  effective 
community-based  HIV/AIDS 
education  tragically  has  often 
been  neglected. 

Simon  Watney  is  Director  of  the 
Red  Hot  AIDS  Charitable  Trust 
in  the  U.K.,  a  funding  initiative 


for  community-based  HIV 
prevention  work.  He  is  the 
author  of  several  books,  includ¬ 
ing  Policing  Desire:  Pornography, 
AIDS,  and  the  Media,  and  coedi¬ 
tor  of  Taking  Liberties:  AIDS  and 
Cultural  Politics.  He  has  pub¬ 
lished  more  than  250  articles  on 
HIV/AIDS,  and  his  work  has 
appeared  in  October,  the  Village 
Voice,  High  Performance,  Screen, 
and  Artforum,  among  other 
publications.

Within  the  Circle  is  the  first 
anthology  to  present  the  entire 
spectrum  of  twentieth-century 
African  American  literary  and 
cultural  criticism.  It  begins  with 
the  Harlem  Renaissance,  contin¬ 
ues  through  civil  rights,  the 
Black  Arts  Movement,  and  on 
into  contemporary  debates  of 
poststructuralist  and  black  femi¬ 
nist  theory.  Drawing  on  a  quote 
from  Frederick  Douglass  for  the 
title  of  this  book,  Angelyn 
Mitchell  explains  in  her  intro¬ 
duction  the  importance  for  those 
“within  the  circle”  of  African 
American  literature  to  examine 
their  own  works  and  to  engage 
this  critical  canon. 

The  essays  in  this  collection — 
many  of  which  are  not  widely 
available  today — either  initiated 
or  gave  critical  definition  to 
specific  periods  or  movements  of 
African  American  literature. 

They  address  issues  such  as 
integration,  separatism,  political 
action,  black  nationalism, 
Afrocentricity,  and  black  femi¬ 
nism,  as  well  as  the  role  of  art, 
the  artist,  the  critic,  and  the 
audience.  With  selections  from 
Langston  Hughes,  Sterling 
Brown,  W.  E.  B.  DuBois,  Zora 
Neale  Hurston,  Richard  Wright, 
James  Baldwin,  Toni  Morrison, 
Barbara  Smith,  Alice  Walker, 
Henry  Louis  Gates,  Jr.,  and  many 
others,  this  definitive  collection 
provides  a  dynamic  model  of  the 
cultural,  ideological,  historical, 
and  aesthetic  considerations  in 
African  American  literature  and 
literary  criticism.

The  First  Woman  in  the  Republic 

A  Cultural  Biography  of  Lydia  Maria  Child 
Carolyn  L.  Karcher 


For  half  a  century  Lydia  Maria 
Child  was  a  household  name  in 
the  United  States.  Hardly  a 
sphere  of  nineteenth-century  life 
can  be  found  in  which  Child  did 
not  figure  prominently  as  a 
pathbreaker.  She  crusaded 
against  slavery  and  racism,  cam¬ 
paigned  for  justice  toward  Native 
Americans,  championed 
women’s  rights,  publicized  the 
plight  of  the  urban  poor,  and 
combated  religious  bigotry. 
Showing  an  uncanny  ability  to 
pinpoint  and  respond  to  new 
cultural  needs,  she  pioneered 
almost  every  department  of 
nineteenth-century  American 
letters — the  historical  novel,  the 
short  story,  children’s  literature, 
the  domestic  advice  book, 
women’s  history,  antislavery 
fiction,  journalism,  and  the 
literature  of  aging.  This  monu¬ 
mental  biography  illuminates 
Child’s  many  contributions  as  a 
writer  and  social  reformer,  while 
offering  a  panoramic  view  of  a 
nation  and  culture  in  flux. 

After  making  her  debut  in  1824  as 
the  author  of  Hobomok,  a  novel 
of  interracial  marriage,  Child 
won  popularity  and  respectabil¬ 
ity  by  editing  the  nation’s  first 
children’s  magazine  and  publish¬ 
ing  two  best-selling  domestic 
advice  books.  In  1833,  however, 
just  after  the  prestigious  North 
American  Review  ranked  her  as 
America’s  preeminent  woman 
writer,  she  forfeited  her  literary 
reputation — and  her  liveli¬ 
hood — by  publishing  An  Appeal 
in  Favor  of  That  Class  of  Ameri¬ 
cans  Called  Africans,  a  sweeping 
indictment  of  slavery  and  racism 
that  called  for  an  end  to  all  forms 
of  discrimination,  including 
antimiscegenation  laws.  She  went 
on  to  edit  a  leading  antislavery 
newspaper — a  milestone  for  a 


woman — and  to  produce  more 
than  a  dozen  other  books  for  the 
cause,  besides  editing  the  work 
through  which  she  is  ironically 
best  known  today,  Harriet  A. 
Jacobs’s  Incidents  in  the  Life  of  a 
Slave  Girl. 

Taking  its  tide  from  the  accolade 
William  Lloyd  Garrison  bestowed 
on  Child — “she  is  the  first  woman 
in  the  republic” — this  innovative 
cultural  biography  recreates  the 
world  as  well  as  the  life  of  a  major 
nineteenth-century  figure  whose 
career  encompassed  issues  central 
to  American  history.  Carolyn  L. 
Karcher  captures  the  throes  of  a 
turbulent  period,  explores  the  key 
role  Child  played  in  shaping 
American  culture  at  a  formative 
moment  in  its  development,  and 
takes  readers  into  the  private  life 
of  a  complex  woman,  riven  by 
deep  contradictions  and  remark¬ 
ably  honest  about  her  feelings.  A 
definitive  study  of  an  eloquent 
writer  and  reformer  who  embod¬ 
ied  the  best  of  the  American 
democratic  heritage. 

Carolyn  L.  Karcher  is  Associate 
Professor  of  English,  American 
Studies,  and  Women’s  Studies  at 
Temple  University.  She  is  the 
editor  of  Hobomok  and  Other 
Writings  on  Indians,  a  collection 
of  writings  by  Lydia  Maria  Child, 
and  author  of  Shadow  Over  the 
Promised  Land.

And 
yet  Western  readers  are  only  now 
starting  to  discover  what 
Tsvetaeva’s  Russian  audience  has 
already  recognized,  “that  she  was 
one  of  the  major  poetic  voices  of 
the  century”  (Tomas  Venclova, 
The  New  Republic). 

Born  to  a  family  of  Russian 
intelligentsia  in  1892  and  coming 
of  age  in  the  crucible  of  revolu¬ 
tion  and  war,  Tsvetaeva  has  been 
seen  as  a  victim  of  her  politicized 
time,  her  life  and  her  work 
marked  by  exile,  neglect,  and 
persecution.  This  book  is  the 
first  to  show  us  the  poet  as  she 
discovered  her  life  through  art, 
shaped  as  much  by  inner  demons 
as  by  the  political  forces  and 
harsh  realities  of  her  day.  With 
remarkable  psychological  and 
literary  subtlety,  Lily  Feiler  traces 
these  demons  through  the  tragic 
drama  of  Tsvetaeva’s  life  and 
poetry.  Hers  is  a  story  full  of 
contradictions,  resisting  social 
and  literary  conventions  but 
enmeshed  in  the  politics  and 
poetry  of  her  time.  Feiler  depicts 
the  poet  in  her  complex  relation 
to  her  contemporaries — 
Pasternak,  Rilke,  Mayakovsky, 
Mandelshtam,  and  Akhmatova. 
She  shows  us  a  woman  embody¬ 
ing  the  values  of  nineteenth- 
century  romanticism,  yet  radical 
in  her  poetry,  supremely  inde¬ 
pendent  in  her  art,  but  desperate 
for  appreciation  and  love,  simul¬ 
taneously  mother  and  child  in 
her  complicated  sexual  relation¬ 
ships  with  men  and  women. 

From  prerevolutionary  Russia  to 
Red  Moscow,  from  pre-World 
War  II  Berlin,  Prague,  and  Paris

Feiler  follows  the  tortuous  drama 
of  Tsvetaeva’s  life  and  work  to  its 
last  tragic  act,  exposing  at  each 
turn  the  passions  that  molded 
some  of  this  century’s  most 
powerful  poetry. 

Lily  Feiler  is  an  independent 
scholar  and  translator  living  in 
New  York.  Her  translation  of 
Victor  Shklovsky’s  Mayakovsky 
and  His  Circle  was  nominated  for 
the  1972  National  Book  Award 
for  Translation.

Leonid  Tishkov  has  been  an 
important  figure  on  the  contem¬ 
porary  Moscow  arts  scene  for  the 
past  twenty  years.  Creatures 
brings  Tishkov’s  surreal  universe 
to  an  American  audience  for  the 
first  time.  Published  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  “Dabloids  and  Ele¬ 
phants,”  an  exhibition  that  origi¬ 
nated  at  the  Duke  University 
Museum  of  Art  and  wall  travel 
internationally  throughout  1994, 
the  book  features  a  play  as  well  as 
brilliant  color  images  of  the 
artist’s  drawings,  paintings,  soft 
sculpture,  books,  and  prints. 

The  work  in  Creatures  is  centered 
on  the  imaginative  and  playful 
idea  of  the  Dabloids,  foot-shaped 
creatures  of  all  sizes  and  colors 
who  emerge  magically  from  the 
Dablus,  a  sausage-like  object  that 
appears  one  misty  morning  in 
the  fields  of  a  collective  farm. 
Tishkov’s  drawings,  paintings, 
and  sculptures  recount  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  Dablus  and  the 
Dabloids.  These  mystical  crea¬ 
tures  are  at  once  pets  and  gods, 
beings  immensely  wise  and  yet 
foolish.  They  are  surreal  mani¬ 
festations  of  the  artistic  con¬ 
sciousness  even  as  they  are  sym¬ 
bols  of  human  isolation.  In  this 
sense,  Tishkov’s  roots  in  surreal¬ 
ism  are  charged  with  humorous 
social  commentary  often  remi¬ 
niscent  of  Hogarth,  Red  Grooms, 
and  Robert  Crumb. 

Tishkov  explores  other  mytho¬ 
logical  and  absurdist  themes  in  a 
series  of  elephant  watercolors  in 
which  people  five  within  an 
elephant  trunk.  The  book  also 
features  a  translation  of  the  text 
of  Tishkov’s  play  “Dabloids — A 
Fantasy,”  as  well  as  brief  essays 


that  provide  an  introduction  to 
the  artist  and  his  work,  his 
mythology,  and  his  roots  in 
Russian  folk  culture. 


Creatures  introduces  a  major 
contemporary  Russian  artist  to 
the  Western  world.  It  should 
delight  all  who  enter  its  world 
and  should  expand  the  horizons 
of  all  who  delight  in  its  artistic 
merits. 

Leonid  Tishkov  was  bom  in  the 
Ural  Mountains  in  1953.  He 
began  his  professional  career  by 
graduating  from  medical  school 
in  1978  and  practicing  as  a  doc¬ 
tor.  After  winning  a  number  of 
international  awards  in  the  late 
1970s  for  his  drawings,  Tishkov 
emerged  as  a  full-fledged  artist 
active  on  the  Moscow  scene  in 
the  1980s.  He  is  known  for  his 
drawings,  prints,  book  illustra¬ 
tions,  paintings,  sculptures,  and 
installations,  and  as  a  composer, 
poet,  playwright,  and  founder  of 
Dablus  Press.  In  1995  Tishkov 
will  be  the  subject  of  a  major 
exhibition  at  the  Tretiakov  Gal¬ 
lery,  the  major  museum  of 
contemporary  art  in  Moscow.

“Flame  Wars,”  the  verbal  fire- 
fights  that  take  place  between 
disembodied  combatants  on 
electronic  bulletin  boards,  re¬ 
mind  us  that  our  interaction 
with  the  world  is  increasingly 
mediated  by  computers.  Bit  by 
digital  bit  we  are  being  “Borged,” 
as  devotees  of  Star  Trek:  The  Next 
Generation  would  have  it — 
transformed  into  cyborgian 
hybrids  of  technology  and  biol¬ 
ogy  through  our  ever  more 
frequent  interaction  with  ma¬ 
chines,  or  with  one  another 
through  technological  interfaces. 

The  subcultural  practices  of  the 
“incurably  informed,”  to  borrow 
the  cyberpunk  novelist  Pat 
Cadigan’s  coinage,  offer  a  pre- 
cognitive  glimpse  of  mainstream 
culture  in  the  near  future,  when 
many  of  us  will  be  part-time 
residents  in  virtual  communities. 
Yet,  as  the  essays  in  this  ex¬ 
panded  edition  of  a  special  issue 
of  the  South  Atlantic  Quarterly 
confirm,  there  is  more  to  fringe 
computer  culture  than  cyber¬ 
space.  Within  these  pages,  read¬ 
ers  will  encounter  flame  war¬ 
riors;  new  age  mutant  ninja 
hackers;  technopagans  for  whom 
the  computer  is  an  occult  engine; 
and  William  Gibson’s  “Agrippa,” 
a  short  story  on  software  that  can 
only  be  read  once  because  it 
gobbles  itself  up  as  soon  as  the 
last  page  is  reached.  Here,  too,  is 
Lady  El,  an  African  American 
cleaning  woman  reincarnated  as 
an  all-powerful  cyborg;  devotees 
of  on-line  swinging,  or  “compu- 
sex”;  the  teleoperated  weaponry 
and  amok  robots  of  the  me¬ 
chanical  performance  art  group, 
Survival  Research  Laboratories; 
an  interview  with  Samuel 
Delany,  and  more. 

Rallying  around  Fredric 
Jameson’s  call  for  a  cognitive 
cartography  that  “seeks  to  endow 


the  individual  subject  with  some 
new  heightened  sense  of  place  in 
the  global  system,”  the  contribu¬ 
tors  to  Flame  Wars  have  sketched 
a  corner  of  that  map,  an  outline 
for  a  wiring  diagram  of  a  termi¬ 
nally  wired  world.

Postmodernity  in 
Latin  America:  The 
Argentine  Paradigm 

Santiago  Colas 

Postmodernity  in  Latin  America 
contests  the  prevailing  under¬ 
standing  of  the  relationship 
between  postmodernity  and 
Latin  America  by  focusing  on 
recent  developments  in  Latin 
American,  and  particularly 
Argentine,  political  and  literary 
culture.  While  European  and 
North  American  theorists  of 
postmodernity  generally  view 
Latin  American  fiction  without 
regard  for  its  political  and  cul¬ 
tural  context,  Latin  Americanists 
often  either  uncritically  apply  the 
concept  of  postmodernity  to 
Latin  American  literature  and 
society  or  reject  it  in  an  equally 
uncritical  fashion.  The  result  has 
been  both  a  limited  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  literature  and  an  im¬ 
poverished  notion  of  postmod¬ 
ernity.  Santiago  Colas  challenges 
both  of  these  approaches  and 
corrects  their  consequent  distor¬ 
tions  by  locating  Argentine 
postmodernity  in  the  cultural 
dynamics  of  resistance  as  it 
operates  within  and  against  local 
expressions  of  late  capitalism. 

Focusing  on  literature,  Colas 
uses  Julio  Cortazar’s  Hopscotch  to 


characterize  modernity  for  Latin 
America  as  a  whole,  Manuel 
Puig’s  Kiss  of  the  Spider  Woman 
to  identify  the  transition  to  a 
more  localized  postmodernity, 
and  Ricardo  Piglia’s  Artificial 
Respiration  to  exemplify  the 
cultural  coordinates  of  post¬ 
modernity  in  Argentina.  In¬ 
formed  by  the  cycle  of  political 
transformation  beginning  with 
the  Cuban  Revolution,  including 
its  effects  on  Peronism,  to  the 
period  of  dictatorship,  and 
finally  to  redemocratization, 
Colas’s  examination  of  this 
literary  progression  leads  to  the 
reconstruction  of  three  signifi¬ 
cant  moments  in  the  history  of 
Argentina.  His  analysis  provokes 
both  a  revised  understanding  of 
that  history  and  the  recognition 
that  multiple  meanings  of 
postmodernity  must  be  under¬ 
stood  in  ways  that  incorporate 
the  complexity  of  regional 
differences. 

Offering  a  new  voice  in  the 
debate  over  postmodernity,  one 
that  challenges  that  debate’s 
leading  thinkers,  Postmodernity 
in  Latin  America  will  be  of  par¬ 
ticular  interest  to  students  of 
Latin  American  literature  and  to 
scholars  in  all  disciplines  con¬ 
cerned  with  theories  of  the 
postmodern.

Class  Fictions:  Shame 
and  Resistance  in  the 
British  Working-Class 
Novel,  1890-1945 
Pamela  Fox 


Many  recent  discussions  of 
working-class  culture  in  literary 
and  cultural  studies  have  tended 
to  present  an  oversimplified  view 
of  resistance.  In  this  ground¬ 
breaking  work,  Pamela  Fox 
offers  a  far  more  complex  theory 
of  working-class  identity,  par¬ 
ticularly  as  reflected  in  British 
novels  of  the  late  nineteenth 
and  early  twentieth  centuries. 
Through  the  concept  of  class 
shame,  she  produces  a  model  of 
working-class  subjectivity  that 
understands  resistance  in  a  more 
accurate  and  useful  way — as  a 
complicated  kind  of  refusal, 
directed  at  both  dominated  and 
dominant  culture. 

With  a  focus  on  certain  classics 
in  the  working-class  literary 


“canon,”  such  as  The  Ragged 
Trousered  Philanthropists  and 
Love  on  the  Dole,  as  well  as  lesser- 
known  texts  by  working-class 
women.  Fox  uncovers  the  anxi¬ 
eties  that  underlie  representa¬ 
tions  of  class  and  consciousness. 
Shame  repeatedly  emerges  as  a 
powerful  counterforce  in  these 
works,  continually  unsettling  the 
surface  narrative  of  protest  to 
reveal  an  ambivalent  relation 
toward  the  working-class 
identities  the  novels  apparently 
champion. 

Class  Fictions  offers  an  equally 
rigorous  analysis  of  cultural 
studies  itself,  which  has  histori¬ 
cally  sought  to  defend  and  value 
the  radical  difference  of  working- 
class  culture.  Fox  also  brings  to 
her  analysis  a  strong  feminist 
perspective  that  devotes  consid¬ 
erable  attention  to  the  often 
overlooked  role  of  gender  in 
working-class  fiction.  She  dem¬ 
onstrates  that  working-class 
novels  not  only  expose  master 
narratives  of  middle-class  culture 
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that  must  be  resisted,  but  that 
they  also  reveal  to  us  a  need  to 
create  counter  narratives  or 
formulas  of  working-class  life.  In 
doing  so,  this  book  provides  a 
more  subtle  sense  of  the  role  of 
resistance  in  working-class  cul¬ 
ture.  While  of  interest  to  scholars 
of  Victorian  and  working-class 
fiction,  Pamela  Fox’s  argument 
has  far-reaching  implications  for 
the  way  literary  and  cultural 
studies  will  be  defined  and 
practiced.

Whether  considering 
the  status  of  medieval  women 
readers  or  assessing  the  effective¬ 
ness  and  extent  of  contemporary 
rape  law  reform,  the  essays  show 
that  power  first  comes  with 
telling  one’s  own  story,  and  that 
the  degree  and  effect  of  that 
power  are  determined  by  the 
cultural  significance  of  the  forum 
in  which  the  story  is  presented. 
But  telling  the  story  is  not 
enough.  One  must  also  be  aware 
of  how  the  story  is  contained 
within  traditional  constructs  or 
boundaries  and  is  thus  limited  in 
its  effects,  as  Carol  Sanger’s  essay 
on  mothers  and  legal/sexual 
identity  makes  clear.  One  must 
also  recognize  how  a  story  might 
perpetuate  an  ideological  agenda 
that  is  not  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  storyteller,  as  Elizabeth 
Butler  Cullingford  shows  in  her 
reading  of  Yeats’s  “Leda  and  the 
Swan,”  and  one  must  know  the 
historical  context  of  a  story  and 
its  telling,  as  Anne  B.  Goldstein’s 
essay  on  lesbian  narratives 
discloses.

How  do  men  imagine  women?  In 
the  poetry  of  Petrarch  and  his 
English  successors — Wyatt, 
Donne,  and  Marvell — the  male 
poet  persistently  imagines  pursu¬ 
ing  a  woman,  Laura,  whom  he 
pursues  even  as  she  continues  to 
deny  his  affections.  Critics  have 
long  held  that,  in  objectifying 
Laura,  these  male-authored  texts 
deny  the  imaginative,  intellec¬ 
tual,  and  physical  life  of  the 
woman  they  idealize.  In  Laura , 
Barbara  L.  Estrin  counters  this 
traditional  view  by  focusing  not 
on  the  generative  powers  of  the 
male  poet,  but  on  the  subjectiv¬ 
ity  of  the  imagined  woman  and 
the  imaginative  space  of  the 
poems  she  occupies. 

Through  close  readings  of  the 
Rime  sparse  and  the  works  of 
Wyatt,  Donne,  and  Marvell, 
Estrin  uncovers  three  Lauras: 


Laura- Daphne,  who  denies 
sexuality;  Laura-Eve,  who  re¬ 
turns  the  poet’s  love;  and  Laura- 
Mercury,  who  reinvents  her  own 
life.  Estrin  claims  that  in  these 
three  guises  Laura  subverts  both 
genre  and  gender,  thereby  intro¬ 
ducing  multiple  desires  into  the 
many  layers  of  the  poems.  Draw¬ 
ing  upon  genre  and  gender 
theories  advanced  by  Jean- 
Fran^ois  Lyotard  and  Judith 
Butler  to  situate  female  desire  in 
the  poem’s  framework,  Estrin 
shows  how  genre  and  gender  in 
the  Petrarchan  tradition  work 
together  to  undermine  the  stabil¬ 
ity  of  these  very  concepts. 

Estrin’s  Laura  constitutes  a 
fundamental  reconceptualization 
of  the  Petrarchan  tradition  and 
contributes  greatly  to  the 
postmodern  reassessment  of  the 
Renaissance  period.  In  its  de¬ 
scriptions  of  how  early  modern 
poets  formulate  questions  about 
sexuality,  society,  and  poetry, 
Laura  will  appeal  to  scholars  of 
the  English  and  Italian  Renais¬ 
sance,  gender  studies,  and 
literary  criticism  and  theory 
generally.

Constituting  Critique: 
Kant’s  Writing  as 
Critical  Praxis 
Willi  Goetschel 

Translated  by  Eric  J.  Schwab 


Kant’s  philosophy  is  often  treated 
as  a  closed  system,  without 
reference  to  how  it  was  written 
or  how  Kant  arrived  at  its  famil¬ 
iar  form,  the  critique.  In  fact,  the 
style  of  the  critique  seems  so 
artless  that  readers  think  of  it  as 
an  unfortunate  by-product— a 
style  of  stylelessness.  In  Consti¬ 
tuting  Critique ,  Willi  Goetschel 
shows  how  this  apparent  grace¬ 
lessness  was  deliberately  achieved 
by  Kant  through  a  series  of 
writing  experiments.  By  provid¬ 
ing  an  account  of  the  process 
that  culminated  in  his  three 
Critiques ,  this  book  offers  a  new 
perspective  on  Kant’s  philosophi¬ 
cal  thought  and  practice. 

Constituting  Critique  traces  the 
stages  in  Kant’s  development  to 
reveal  how  he  redefined  philoso¬ 
phy  as  a  critical  task.  Following 
the  philosopher  through  the 
experiments  of  his  early  essays, 
Goetschel  demonstrates  how 
Kant  tests,  challenges,  and  trans¬ 
forms  the  philosophical  essay  in 
his  pursuit  of  a  new  self-reflec¬ 
tive  literary  genre.  From  these 
experiments,  critique  emerges  as 
the  philosophical  form  for  the 
critical  project  of  the  Enlighten¬ 
ment.  The  imperatives  of  its 
transcendental  style,  Goetschel 
contends,  not  only  constitute 
and  inform  the  critical  moment 
of  Kant’s  philosophical  praxis, 
but  also  have  an  enduring  place 
in  post-Kantian  philosophy  and 
literature. 
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By  situating  the  Critiques  within 
the  context  of  Kant’s  early  essays, 
this  work  will  redirect  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  Kant  scholars  to  the 
origins  of  their  form.  It  will  also 
encourage  contemporary  critical 
theorists  to  reconsider  their  own 
practice  through  an  engagement 
with  its  source  in  Kant.

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Novalis:  Signs 
of  Revolution 

Wm.  Arctander  O’Brien 

Novalis  traces  the  meteoric 
career  of  one  of  the  most  strik¬ 
ing — and  most  strikingly  mis¬ 
understood — figures  of  German 
Romanticism.  Although 
Friedrich  von  Hardenberg  (bet¬ 
ter  known  by  his  pseudonym, 
Novalis)  published  scarcely 
eighty  pages  of  writings  in  his 
lifetime,  his  considerable  fame 
and  influence  continued  to 
spread  long  after  his  death  in 
1801.  His  posthumous  reputa¬ 
tion,  however,  was  largely  based 
on  the  myth  manufactured  by 
opportunistic  editors,  as  Wm. 
Arctander  O’Brien  reveals  in  this 
book — the  first  to  extract 
Hardenberg  from  the  distortions 
of  history. 

A  member  of  the  generation  of 
the  1770s  that  included  Hegel, 
Holderlin,  and  Schelling, 
Hardenberg  was  an  avid  fol¬ 
lower  of  the  French  Revolution, 


a  semiotician  avant  la  lettre,  and 
a  prescient  critic  of  religion.  Yet 
in  1802,  only  a  year  after  his 
death,  the  writer  who  had  scan¬ 
dalized  the  Prussian  court  was 
marketed  to  a  nation  at  war  as  a 
reactionary  patriot,  a  sweet 
versifier  of  Idealism,  and  a 
morbid  mystic.  Identifying  the 
break  between  Hardenberg’s 
own  early  Romanticism  and  the 
late  Romanticism  that  falsified 
it,  Novalis  shows  us  a  writer  fully 
engaged  in  revolutionary  poli¬ 
tics  and  examines  his  semiotic 
readings  of  philosophy  and  of 
the  political,  scientific,  and 
religious  institutions  of  the  day. 
Drawing  on  the  full  range  of 
Novalis’s  writings,  including  his 
poetry,  notebooks,  novels,  and 
journals,  O’Brien  situates  his 
semiotics  between  those  of  the 
eighteenth  century  and  those  of 
the  twentieth  and  demonstrates 
the  manner  in  which  a  concern 
for  signs  and  language  perme¬ 
ated  all  aspects  of  his  thought. 

The  most  extensive  study  of 
Hardenberg  available  in  English, 
Novalis  makes  this  revolutionary 


theoretician  visible  for  the  first 
time.  Mining  a  crucial  chapter  in 
the  history  of  semiotics  and  social 
theory,  it  suggests  fruitful,  some¬ 
times  problematic  connections 
between  semiotic,  historical, 
“deconstructive,”  and  philological 
practices  as  it  presents  a  portrait 
of  one  of  the  most  complex 
figures  in  literary  history.  Indis¬ 
pensable  for  scholars  of  German 
Romanticism,  Novalis  will  also  be 
of  interest  to  students  of  com¬ 
parative  literature  and  European 
intellectual  history.

From  the  origins  of  modern 
copyright  in  early  eighteenth- 
century  culture  to  the  efforts  to 
represent  nature  and  death  in 
postmodern  fiction,  this  book 
explores  a  series  of  problems 
regarding  the  containment  of 
representation.

The  Fate  of  the  Self: 
German  Writers  and 
French  Theory 
Stanley  Corngold 

Much  recent  critical  theory  has 
dismissed  or  failed  to  take  seri¬ 
ously  the  question  of  the  self. 
French  theorists — such  as 
Derrida,  Barthes,  Benveniste, 
Foucault,  Lacan,  and  Levi- 
Strauss — have  in  various  ways 
proclaimed  the  death  of  the 
subject,  often  turning  to  German 
intellectual  tradition  to  authorize 
their  views.

Constituting  Americans: 
Cultural  Anxiety  and 
Narrative  Form 

Priscilla  Wald 

Ever  since  the  founders  drafted 
“We  the  People,”  “we”  have  been 
at  pains  to  work  out  the  contra¬ 
dictions  in  their  formulation,  to 
fix  in  words  precisely  what  it 
means  to  be  American.  Consti¬ 
tuting  Americans  rethinks  the 
way  that  certain  writers  of  the 
mid-nineteenth  and  early  twenti¬ 
eth  century  contributed  to  this 
project;  in  doing  so,  it  revises  the 
traditional  narrative  of  U.S. 
literary  history,  restoring  an 
essential  chapter  to  the  story  of 
an  emerging  American  cultural 
identity.  In  diverse  ways,  very 
different  writers — including 
Frederick  Douglass,  Herman 
Melville,  Harriet  Wilson,  W.  E.  B. 
Du  Bois,  and  Gertrude  Stein — 
participated  in  the  construction 
and  dissemination  of  an  Ameri¬ 
can  identity,  but  none  was  en¬ 
tirely  at  ease  in  the  culture  they 
all  helped  to  define.  Evident  in 
their  work  is  a  haunting  sense  of 
their  telling  someone  else’s  story, 
a  discomfort  that  Priscilla  Wald 
reads  in  the  context  of  legal  and 
political  debates  about  citizen¬ 
ship  and  personhood  that 
marked  the  emergence  of  the 
United  States  as  a  nation  and  a 
world  power. 

From  early-nineteenth-century 
Supreme  Court  cases  to  turn-of- 
the-century  Jim  Crow  and  immi¬ 
gration  legislation,  from  the 
political  speeches  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  to  the  historical  work  of 
Woodrow  Wilson,  nation-build¬ 
ers  addressed  the  legal,  political, 
and  historical  paradoxes  of 
American  identity.  Against  the 
backdrop  of  their  efforts,  Wald 
shows  how  works  such  as 
Douglass’s  autobiographical 
narratives,  Melville’s  Pierre, 
Wilson’s  Our  Nig,  Du  Bois’s  The 
Souls  of  Black  Folks,  and  Stein’s 


The  Making  of  Americans  re¬ 
sponded,  through  formal  inno¬ 
vations,  to  the  aggressive  de¬ 
mands  for  literary  participation 
in  the  building  of  that  nation. 
The  conversation  that  emerges 
among  these  literary  works 
challenges  the  definitions  and 
genres  that  largely  determine  not 
only  what  works  are  read,  but 
also  how  they  are  read  in  class¬ 
rooms  in  the  United  States  today. 

Offering  insight  into  the  rela¬ 
tionship  of  storytelling  to  na¬ 
tional  identity,  Constituting 
Americans  will  compel  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  those  with  an  interest  in 
American  literature,  American 
studies,  and  cultural  studies.

In  the  early  1930s,  the  American 
Communist  Party  attracted 
support  from  a  wide  range  of 
liberal  and  radical  intellectuals, 
pardy  in  response  to  domestic 
politics,  and  also  in  opposition  to 
the  growing  power  of  fascism 
abroad.  The  Long  War ,  a  social 
history  of  these  intellectuals  and 
their  political  institutions,  tells 
the  story  of  the  rift  that  devel¬ 
oped  among  the  groups  loosely 
organized  under  the  umbrella  of 
the  Party — representing  commu¬ 
nist  supporters  of  the  People’s 
Front  and  those  who  would 
become  anti-Stalinists — and  the 
evolution  of  that  rift  into  a  gen¬ 
erational  divide  that  would 
culminate  in  the  liberal  anti¬ 
communism  of  the  post- World 
War  II  era. 

Judy  Kutulas  takes  us  into  the 
debates  and  outright  fights  be¬ 
tween  and  within  the  ranks  of 
organizations  such  as  the  League 
of  American  Writers,  the  John 
Reed  Clubs,  the  Committee  for 
Cultural  Freedom,  the  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union,  and  the 
National  Committee  for  the 
Defense  of  Political  Prisoners. 
Showing  how  extremist  views 
about  the  nature  and  value  of 
communism  triumphed  over 
more  moderate  ones,  she  traces 
the  transfer  of  the  left’s  leader¬ 
ship  from  one  generation  to  the 
next.  She  describes  how  support¬ 
ers  of  the  People’s  Front  were 
discredited  by  the  time  of  the 
Nazi-Soviet  Pact  and  how  this 
opened  the  way  for  a  new  genera¬ 
tion  of  leaders  better  known  as 
the  New  York  intellectuals.  In  this 
shift,  Kutulas  identifies  the  begin¬ 
nings  of  the  liberal  anti-commu¬ 
nism  that  would  follow  World 
War  II. 


A  book  for  students  and  scholars 
of  the  intersection  of  politics  and 
culture,  The  Long  War  offers  a 
new,  informed  perspective  on  the 
intellectual  maneuvers  of  the 
American  left  of  the  1930s  and 
leads  to  a  reinterpretation  of  the 
time  and  its  complex  legacy.

Radical  Democracy 

David  Trend,  editor 

With  the  ascendance  of 
neoliberalism  in  the  United 
States  and  the  collapse  of  com¬ 
munism  abroad,  does  socialism 
still  have  meaning  for  groups  on 
the  left?  Addressing  this  question 
is  Radical  Democracy’s  treatise- 
long  opening  essay,  “The  Situa¬ 
tion  of  the  Left  in  the  United 
States,”  in  which  activist  and 
scholar  Stanley  Aronowitz  offers 
a  critical  history  of  radical  activ¬ 
ity  during  the  last  sixty  years, 
arguing  that  in  an  era  of  new 
social  movements  and  identity 
politics,  “socialism”  should  be 
abandoned  in  favor  of  “radical 
democracy.”  According  to 
Aronowitz,  radical  democracy 
contains  elements  of  both  Old 
and  New  Left  politics,  and  for 
that  reason,  constitutes  a  work¬ 
able  alternative  to  socialist 
economism  and  an  antidote  to 
capitalist  expansion. 

Responding  to  Aronowitz  are 
eight  diverse  left  commentators, 
including  Barbara  Ehrenreich 


and  Barbara  Epstein,  who  revise, 
refute,  and  otherwise  engage 
with  Aronowitz’s  premises  and 
assertions.  The  resulting  forum  is 
stimulating  and  thought  provok¬ 
ing,  with  much  attention  focused 
on  insights  garnered  from  femi¬ 
nism,  third  world  movements, 
labor  politics,  and  community- 
based  strategies.  Despite  their 
many  disagreements,  the  respon¬ 
dents  seem  to  concur  in  one 
regard:  their  shared  belief  in 
political  possibility  and  a  percep¬ 
tion  that  change  is  indeed  within 
reach.

The  Chronicle  of  Higher  Educa¬ 
tion, ,  taking  note  of  this  special 
issue  of  SAQ,  says,  “God  is  back.” 
Of  course  it’s  not  that  simple,  as 
the  essays  gathered  in  Catholic 
Lives/Con  temporary  America 
eloquently  suggest.  For  these 
writers,  it  is  not  God  but  the 
American  Catholic  who  can  seem 
to  be  elsewhere,  in  between 
worlds,  ways  of  being,  and  ways 
of  meaning. 

Robert  A.  Orsi,  for  instance, 
examines  how  the  sanctification 
of  the  “cripple”  esteems  and 
damages  individuals  so  regarded. 
Mary  Gordon  speaks  on  behalf  of 
the  female  fans  of  Father  Chuck 
O’Malley  (Bing  Crosby),  who 
were  encouraged  to  fantasize 
loving  a  man  they  cannot  love  as 
a  man.  Andrew  Sullivan  writes  of 
a  sexuality  experienced  as  inex¬ 
tricably  linked  to  his  faith  but  not 
dignified  by  it.  Stanley  Flauerwas, 
in  a  memoir  of  his  teaching  days 
at  Notre  Dame,  classifies  himself 
oxymoronically  as  a  Methodist 
member  of  the  Catholic  Church. 
Arguing  for  women’s  ordination, 
Mary  Jo  Weaver  seeks  a  fearless 
balance  between  her  feminism 
and  Catholic  orthodoxy.  Kathy 
Rudy’s  examination  of  doctrinal 
grounds  for  reproductive  rights 
reminds  us  that  Catholic  com¬ 
munities  have  always  had  room 
for  one  more  child. 

The  intellectual  and  personal 
riches  in  this  special  issue  do  not 
stop  there:  they  include  James  T. 
Fisher  on  the  Catholic  “lost 
generation,”  Patrick  Allitt  on  the 
post-Cold  War  dilemmas  facing 
Catholic  conservatives,  David 
Plante  on  family  matters,  and  an 
interview  with  the  self-pro¬ 


claimed  “pornographic  nun” 
Camille  Paglia.  These  contribu¬ 
tors  provocatively  evoke  the 
diverse  conflicts  and  contradic¬ 
tions  of  contemporary  Catholics 
who  live  in  an  America  where 
God  never  left  in  the  first  place.

In  this  handbook  to  the  bur¬ 
geoning  field  of  theomusicology, 
theologians  and  scholars  set  out 
to  define  the  philosophical, 
methodological,  and  theoretical 
concerns  of  the  discipline.

A  Rhetoric  of  Bourgeois 
Revolution:  The  Abbe 
Sieyes  and  What  Is  the 
Third  Estate?

What  Is  the  Third  Estate?  was  the 
most  influential  pamphlet  of 
1789.  It  did  much  to  set  the 
French  Revolution  on  a  radically 
democratic  course.  It  also 
launched  its  author,  the  Abbe 
Sieyes,  on  a  remarkable  political 
career  that  spanned  the  entire 
revolutionary  decade.  Sieyes 
both  opened  the  revolution  by 
authoring  the  National 
Assembly’s  declaration  of  sover¬ 
eignty  in  June  of  1789  and  closed 
it  in  1799  by  engineering  Napo¬ 
leon  Bonaparte’s  coup  d’etat. 

This  book  studies  the  powerful 
rhetoric  of  the  great  pamphlet 
and  the  brilliant  but  enigmatic 
thought  of  its  author.  William 
Fi.  Sewell’s  insightful  analysis 
reveals  the  fundamental  role 
played  by  the  new  discourse  of 
political  economy  in  Sieyes’s 
thought  and  uncovers  the  strate¬ 
gies  by  which  this  gifted  rhetori¬ 
cian  gained  the  assent  of  his 
intended  readers — educated  and 
prosperous  bourgeois  who  felt 
excluded  by  the  nobility  in  the 
hierarchical  social  order  of  the 


old  regime.  He  also  probes  the 
contradictions  and  incoheren¬ 
cies  of  the  pamphlet’s  highly 
polished  text  to  reveal  fissures 
that  reach  to  the  core  of  Sieyes’s 
thought — and  to  the  core  of  the 
revolutionary  project  itself. 

Combining  techniques  of  intel¬ 
lectual  history  and  literary 
analysis  with  a  deep  understand¬ 
ing  of  French  social  and  political 
history,  Sewell  not  only  fashions 
an  illuminating  portrait  of  a 
crucial  political  document,  but 
outlines  a  fresh  perspective  on 
the  history  of  revolutionary 
political  culture.

Long  relegated  to  the  margins  of 
historical  research,  the  history  of 
women  in  the  American  South 
has  rightfully  gained  prominence 
as  a  distinguished  discipline.  A 
comprehensive  and  much- 
needed  tribute  to  southern 
women’s  history,  Half  Sisters  of 
History  brings  together  the  most 
important  work  in  this  field  over 
the  past  twenty  years.

From  Cotton  Belt  to 
Sunbelt:  Federal  Policy, 
Economic  Development, 
and  the  Transformation 
of  the  South,  1938-1980

From  Cotton  Belt  to  Sunbelt 
investigates  the  effects  of  federal 
policy  on  the  American  South 
from  1938  until  1980  and  charts 
the  close  relationship  between 
federal  efforts  to  reform  the 
South  and  the  evolution  of 
activist  government  in  the  mod¬ 
ern  United  States.  Decrying  the 
South’s  economic  backwardness 
and  political  conservatism,  the 
Roosevelt  Administration 
launched  a  series  of  programs  to 
reorder  the  southern  economy  in 
the  1930s.  After  1950,  however, 
the  social  welfare  state  had  been 
replaced  by  the  national  security 
state  as  the  South’s  principal 
benefactor.  Bruce  J.  Schulman 
contrasts  the  diminished  role  of 
national  welfare  initiatives  in  the 
postwar  South  with  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  military  and  defense- 
related  programs.  He  analyzes 
the  contributions  of  these 
growth-oriented  programs  to  the 
South’s  remarkable  economic 
expansion,  to  the  development  of 
American  liberalism,  and  to  the 
excruciating  limits  of  Sunbelt 
prosperity,  ultimately  relating 
these  developments  to  southern 
politics  and  race  relations.  By 
linking  the  history  of  the  South 
with  the  history  of  national 
public  policy,  Schulman  unites 
two  issues  that  dominate  the 
domestic  history  of  postwar 
America — the  emergence  of  the 
Sunbelt  and  the  expansion  of 
federal  power  over  the  nation’s 
economic  and  social  life.

The  First  Great  Awakening  in 
eighteenth-century  America 
challenged  the  institutional 
structures  and  raised  the  con¬ 
sciousness  of  colonial  Americans. 
These  revivals  gave  rise  to  the 
practice  of  itinerancy  in  which 
ministers  and  laypeople  left  their 
own  communities  to  preach 
across  the  countryside.  In  Con¬ 
tested  Boundaries,  Timothy  D. 
Hall  argues  that  the  Awakening 
was  largely  defined  by  the  ensu¬ 
ing  debate  over  itinerancy.  Draw¬ 
ing  on  recent  scholarship  in 
cultural  and  social  anthropology, 
cultural  studies,  and  eighteenth- 
century  religion,  he  reveals  at  the 
center  of  this  debate  the  itinerant 
preacher  as  a  catalyst  for  dra¬ 
matic  change  in  the  religious 
practice  and  social  order  of  the 
New  World. 


This  book  expands  our  under¬ 
standing  of  evangelical  itinerancy 
in  the  1740s  by  viewing  it  within 
the  context  of  Britain’s  expanding 
commercial  empire.  As  pro-  and 
anti-revivalists  tried  to  shape  a 
burgeoning  transatlantic  con¬ 
sumer  society,  the  itinerancy  of 
the  Great  Awakening  appears 
here  as  a  forceful  challenge  to 
contemporary  assumptions  about 
the  place  of  individuals  within 
their  social  world  and  the  role  of 
educated  leaders  as  regulators  of 
communication,  order,  and 
change.  The  most  celebrated  of 
these  itinerants  was  George 
Whitefield,  an  English  minister 
who  made  unprecedented  tours 
through  the  colonies.  According 
to  Hall,  the  activities  of  the  itiner¬ 
ants,  including  Whitefield,  en¬ 
couraged  in  the  colonists  an 
openness  beyond  local  bound¬ 
aries  to  an  expanding  array  of 
choices  for  belief  and  behavior  in 
an  increasingly  mobile  and  plu¬ 
ralistic  society.  In  the  process,  it 
forged  a  new  model  of  the  church 
and  its  social  world. 

As  a  response  to  and  a  source  of 
dynamic  social  change,  itinerancy 
in  Hall’s  powerful  account  pro¬ 
vides  a  prism  for  viewing  anew 
the  worldly  and  otherworldly 
transformations  of  colonial 
society.  Contested  Boundaries  will 
be  of  interest  to  students  and 
scholars  of  colonial  American 
history,  religious  studies,  and 
cultural  and  social  anthropology.

The  1920s  and  30s  were  key 
decades  for  the  history  of  Ameri¬ 
can  social  science.  The  success  of 
such  quantitative  disciplines  as 
economics  and  psychology 
during  World  War  1  forced  social 
scientists  to  reexamine  their 
methods  and  practices  and  to 
consider  recasting  their  field  as  a 
more  objective  science  separated 
from  its  historical  foundation  in 
social  reform.  The  debate  that 
ensued,  fiercely  conducted  in 
books,  articles,  correspondence, 
and  even  presidential  addresses, 
made  its  way  into  every  aspect  of 
social  science  thought  of  the 
period  and  is  the  subject  of  this 
book. 

Mark  C.  Smith  first  provides  a 
historical  overview  of  the  con¬ 
troversy  over  the  nature  and 
future  of  the  social  sciences  in 
early  twentieth-century  America 
and,  then,  through  a  series  of 
intellectual  biographies,  offers 
an  intensive  study  of  the  work 
and  lives  of  major  figures  who 
participated  in  this  debate.  Using 
an  extensive  range  of  materials, 
from  published  sources  to 
manuscript  collections,  Smith 
examines  “objectivists” — econo¬ 
mist  Wesley  Mitchell  and  politi¬ 
cal  scientist  Charles  Merriam — 
and  the  more  “purposive  think¬ 
ers” — historian  Charles  Beard, 
sociologist  Robert  Lynd,  and 
political  scientist  and  neo- 
Freudian  Harold  Lasswell.

Circuits  of  Desire  takes  seriously 
the  “queer”  mandate  to  challenge 
the  boundaries  of  queerness  itself 
by  analyzing  the  theoretical 
problems  that  occur  when  queer 
theory  is  transported  to  non- 
Anglo  American  communities. 
This  volume  “queers  queer 
theory”  in  suggesting  that  the 
difficulty  in  locating  persons  or 
things  queer,  gay,  or  lesbian  in  an 
Asian  context  challenges  Western 
assumptions  about  the  formation 
of  modern  sexual  subjects.  Thus, 
Circuits  of  Desire  asserts  the 
impossibility  of  considering 
gender  without  simultaneously 
thinking  of  class  and  race,  and 
investigates  local  permutations  of 
“queer”  desire  in  Asia.

Progressive 
Constitutionalism: 
Reconstructing  the 
Fourteenth  Amendment 

Robin  West 


The  Fourteenth  Amendment 
guarantees  all  citizens  equal 
protection  under  the  law  as  well 
as  immunity  from  laws  that 
deprive  them  of  life,  liberty,  or 
property  without  due  process  of 
law.  In  Progressive  Constitutional¬ 
ism ,  Robin  West  develops  an 
interpretation  of  this  amend¬ 
ment  that  contrasts  with  the 
views,  conservative  and  liberal, 
of  the  Rehnquist,  Burger,  and 
Warren  courts,  and  with  the 
radical  “antisubordinationist” 
account  provided  by  the  critical 
legal  studies  movement  and 
many  prominent  feminist  and 
critical  race  theorists.  Her  inter¬ 
pretation  consists  of  a  “substan¬ 
tive”  argument  regarding  the 
Amendment’s  core  meaning,  and 
a  jurisprudential  argument 
regarding  the  role  of  the  courts 
and  Congress  in  fulfilling  the 
Amendment’s  progressive 
promise. 

West  shows  how  the  “equal 
protection”  clause,  far  from 
insulating  the  private  spheres  of 
culture,  market,  and  home  life, 
as  is  commonly  held,  directly 


targets  abuses  of  power  within 
those  spheres.  She  develops  a 
number  of  arguments  for  the 
modern  relevance  of  this  under¬ 
standing,  from  the  failure  of  the 
state  to  provide  equal  protection 
against  private  domestic  vio¬ 
lence,  permitting  a  “private 
sovereignty”  of  patriarchal  power 
within  the  home,  to  the  state’s 
failure  to  provide  equal  protection 
against  material  deprivation, 
allowing  “private  sovereignty” 
between  economically  privileged 
and  desperate  people  in  private 
markets. 


Robin  West,  Professor  of  Law  at 
Georgetown  University  Law 
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West’s  argument  extends  to  the 
“liberty”  prong  of  the  due  pro¬ 
cess  clause,  seen  here  as  a  protec¬ 
tion  of  the  positive,  not  negative, 
liberty  of  citizens,  covering  rights 
in  such  typically  controversial 
areas  as  welfare,  education,  and 
domestic  safety.  This  interpreta¬ 
tion  recasts  a  number  of  contem¬ 
porary  constitutional  issues,  such 
as  affirmative  action  and  hate 
speech,  and  points  to  very  differ¬ 
ent  problems — notably  private, 
unchecked  criminal  violence  and 
extreme  economic  deprivation — 
as  the  central  constitutional 
dilemmas  of  our  day. 

Progressive  Constitutionalism 
urges  a  substantive,  institutional, 
and  jurisprudential  reorientation 
of  our  understanding  of  the 
Fourteenth  Amendment,  one 
that  would  necessarily  be  pur¬ 
sued  through  Congressional 
rather  than  judicial  channels.  In 
doing  so,  with  attention  to  his¬ 
tory  and  both  feminist  and 
critical  race  scholarship,  it 
should  reinvigorate  our  politics 
and  our  constitutional  conversa¬ 
tions — and,  perhaps,  point  us 
toward  a  more  just  society.

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Federal  Criminal  Law 
Doctrines:  The  Forgotten 
Influence  of  National 
Prohibition 

Kenneth  M.  Murchison 

This  book  offers  a  close  look  at 
the  development  of  legal  thought 
during  the  era  of  prohibition  and 
documents  the  impact  of  prohi¬ 
bition  on  law  as  an  intellectual 
discipline.  Kenneth  M.  Murchi¬ 
son  examines  changes  in  federal 
criminal  law  doctrines  from  1918 
to  1933  in  light  of  recent  historical 
scholarship  on  prohibition  and 
its  impact  on  American  society. 
He  identifies  these  federal  doctri¬ 
nal  developments  as  an  impor¬ 
tant  but  ignored  legacy  of 
prohibition  and  describes  how 
these  changes  continue  to  affect 
contemporary  law. 

In  this  detailed  examination, 
Murchison  considers  a  portion  of 
the  Supreme  Court’s  work  prior 
to  the  New  Deal  crisis,  a  period 
insufficiendy  considered  until 
now.  Among  the  developments 
he  discusses  are  those  relating  to 
the  defense  of  entrapment,  the 
Fourth  Amendment’s  protection 
against  unreasonable  search  and 
seizure,  the  Fifth  Amendment’s 
prohibition  against  double  jeop¬ 
ardy,  property  forfeitures,  and 
the  jury  trial  guarantees  for 
criminal  proceedings.  His  analy¬ 
sis  reveals  a  court  less  rigid,  less 
consistently  divided  along  mod¬ 
ern  ideological  lines,  and  more 
tolerant  of  governmental  author¬ 
ity  than  traditional  wisdom 
would  suggest.  Thus,  Murchison 
offers  a  framework  for  a  revision¬ 
ist  view  of  the  Supreme  Court’s 
activities  during  this  period. 

Exploring  an  important  connec¬ 
tion  between  the  Eighteenth 
Amendment,  the  Volstead  Act, 
and  the  development  of  federal 


criminal  law,  this  book  docu¬ 
ments  what  was  arguably  the 
nation’s  first  criminal  law  revolu¬ 
tion  at  the  federal  level.  Explain¬ 
ing  the  modern  origins  of  doc¬ 
trines  that  still  inform  federal 
criminal  law,  Murchison  also 
provides  a  case  study  of  how 
legal  doctrine  responds  to  chang¬ 
ing  social  conditions.  Federal 
Criminal  Law  Doctrines  will  add 
immeasurably  to  the  work  of 
historians  and  legal  scholars 
alike.

Higgling  is  defined  by  one  con¬ 
tributor  to  this  volume  as  “the 
noise  of  markets  in  action.”  A 
variant  of  haggling,  it  refers  to 
the  groping,  stumbling,  and 
sometimes  venal  behavior  of 
agents  in  actual  markets,  the 
interaction  between  participants 
before  an  agreement  about  price 
and  other  terms  of  a  bargain  is 
reached.  The  essays  in  Higgling 
investigate  this  process,  largely 
neglected  until  recently,  and 
trace  the  evolution  of  that 
neglect. 

How  economists  interpret 
higgling,  this  behavior  or  noise 
of  the  market,  and  the  impor¬ 
tance  they  ascribe  to  it  can  be  a 
reliable  indicator  of  where  they 
stand  on  the  relative  merits  of 
fairness  and  efficiency  in  an  age- 
old  debate  about  pricing.  For 
classical  and  neoclassical  econo¬ 
mists,  higgling  is  irrelevant  once 
the  point  of  equilibrium  is 
reached,  the  fair  price  discov¬ 
ered.  For  others,  including  many 
anthropologists,  psychologists, 
and  sociologists,  the  dynamic  by 
which  a  price  is  determined  and 
the  details  of  place  and  actor  are 
of  primary  interest.  Higgling  is, 
for  them,  a  potential  means  of 
coercion  rather  than  a  process 
for  determining  the  “true”  price. 

Representing  a  wide  range  of 
perspectives  on  the  history  of 
economics,  these  essays  will  help 
recover  an  earlier  sensitivity  to 
issues  of  equity  and  fairness. 
They  will  also  present  insight 
into  the  struggle  faced  by  con¬ 
temporary  historians  of  econom¬ 
ics  to  reconcile  their  interests  in 


both  the  process  and  the  out¬ 
come  of  markets  in  action.
